Declaring that the farmers of the 
country lose one. billion dollars annually 
because of the sloughter of the insect 
eating birds of the United States. Geo. 
0. Shields of New York, addressing the 
meeting of the Lake county teachers 
In Lake Forest Friday. 

The gathering of the teachers is re- 
portefl as being one of the most suc- 
cessful meets ever held in the county 
Three hundred and twenty-fivo teachers 
answered the call sent out from the I 
superintendent's office. This is prac-l 
tically the entire teaching force through- 
out the county. An opportunity was 
afforded the teachers to see the beauti- 
ful school buildings in Lake Forest and 
to come in touch with many of the ad: 
vanced Ideas in teaching in use there. 

In speaking of the birds Col. Shields 
said that the legislation at the present 
time odvocated by the American Asso- 
cintion of Hunters where by they would 
have the Government pass a law stop- 
ping the killing of all animals for a 
period of five years was one of the best 
pieces of legislation ever suggested in 
\yaBhington. If the killing of birds 
alone was prohibited for that length of 
time, according to those who have made 
a study of the work, there would be an 
end to the great loss now being suffer- 
ed each year by the farmers. 

Foreigners are blamed in great part 
for the killing of both song and insect 
birds. They come to this country and 
believing that the conditions are the 
same here as they are in their home 
across the sea they take a gun and go 
out and kill whatever kind of animal 
they can see. 

Cats also came in for their share of 
the blame, from Col. Shields.

FOUR PERSONS DEAD AND MANY 

OTHERS HURT BY STORM 

IN CHICAGO. 

INDIANA TRAFFIC TIED UP 

Kansas City Suffers Worst Storm of 

the Winter — Communication With 
I Outside World Almost Sus- 
pended—Trains St.illed.

Cltlcago, Feb. 35. — Four persona are 
dead and many others sustained In- 
juries, plate glasa windows lu the big 
downtown retail stores were broken, 
ttll railroad trains were from one to 
seven hours behind schedule time, as 
a result of tho worst storm of the win- 
ter which swept Chicago and sur* 
rounrllng country on Monday. 

Two persons died of exposure, their 
bodies being found In n room where 
there had been no flro for many hours 
and whore nearly all windows had 
been broken. An unldontifii'd man was 
Htruck by a train, another was blown 
to the curbing of a street and fatally 
Injured. So many persons wens In- 
jured by the force of the wind In the 
streets lined by skyscrapora that the 
pqllee on so^^eral loop thoroughfares 
Tvore doubled.

HOUSE RESOLUTION PROVIDES 
FOR TRADE BOARD INQUIRY. 



Representative Manahnn Says Bulk of 
Wheat Crop Is Controlled in Chi- 
cago, Duluth and Minneapolis. 

WashltiEton, I'Vb. 21.— A sensational 
attack was made In congress on the 
kings of the American, wheat pit by 
Uepresentallve .Matiiili'an of .Minnesota 
when he Introduced In the house on 
Thursday a resolution providing for 
tho appointment of a special commit- 
tee to Invofitlgaio cr.arges of manipu- 
lation of the price of wheat by unfair 
pracl'ces by tho Chicago and Duluth 
boards of trade, ano the Minneapolis 
chamber of comnterce. 

Tho resolution demands that the 
committee inquire whether these three 
bodies "exerclso any unlawful re- 
straint or control ever the buying or 
selling of grain coming to said termi- 
nal markets from Iowa. Nebraska, the 
Dakotas or any other states, or over 
the prices thereof.'* It requires in- 
formation also on tho use of public 
warehouses, terminal elevators, mix- 
ing and blending elevators, anij grad- 
ing facilities, and all other moans of 
nrtinclally affecting the price of 
wheal. 

The committee shall also specifical- 
ly Inquire, says the resolution, "Into 
the ownership and control of each of 
the separate mensbershlps of tho 
abovo organizations, tlie Chicago 
board of tnido, the Minneapolis cham- 
ber of commerce end tho Duluth 
board of trade, with a view to pre- 
venting the practices of members of 
the organizations of selling grains con- 
signed to them to subsidiary concerns 
or to dummy." 

Facts discovered at any time during 
the Investigation which In the judg- 
rtient of the committee would warrant 
criminal prosecution are to be Imme- 
diately turned over to tho attorney 
general for such action as he may 
deem proper.

Feb. 24.— Charles Webb 
Murphy has «old his stock In the Chi- 
cago National league club (the Cubs) 
and has resigned as president and di- 
rector of that organization^ His hold- 
ings In the Chicago elub'have been 
purchahed by Charles P. Taft. 

An announcement carrying the news 
that .Mr. Murphy had sold out and quit 
the game was made in Cincinnati Sat- 
urday following a meeting between 
Cov, John K. Tener of Pennsylvania,, 
president of the National league. .Mr. 
Taft, Harry Ackerlaud of PUlshurgh. 
a Hti-okholdcr In the Chicago club, and 
John Conway Toole, a director of the 
lionlon National league club and legal 
adviser to the National league. 

There have been various reports as 
to the amount of money that would be 
required to buy out Murphy's control 
of tho club. Some have set tho figure 
at $5U0.U0O: uthers at JT.'iO.tlOO. Frank 
Chance's ten per cent, of the stoclcwfn 
the Cuba waa bought by Ackenifan 
when Chance quit for $40,000. 

The crisis which forced Mr. .Murpliy 
out of the control of the Cubs devel- 
oped lli days ago, when Murphy sud- 
denly deposed John Rvers as manager 
of the club and named lu his place 
Hank O'Day, the National league um- 
pire. 

The manner In which Evers was 
"bounced" stirred up an unprecedented 
flood of criticism, which recalled Mur- 
phy's earlier action in getting rid of 
Frank Chance, and there arose a gen- 
eral demand that Murphy get out of 
the game. 

The withdrawal of Muri»hy came 
after a four-hour conference In- Cin- 
cinnati, solving a situation that bad 
grown decidedly delicate In National 
league circles. While the conference 
was in session the presidents of seven 
National league clubs were also meet- 
ing and discussing the possibility of 
nn amicable adjustment of the Evers 
case. 

Charles W. -Murphy's career as a 
baseball magnate extended over a 
period of a little more than eight years. 
During that time he gained more noto- 
riety than any club owner over had In 
the historj' of the game.

LAYS EXECUTION TO HIS DE- 
FIANCE OF MEXICAN.

dtatesmen Kear Thut Englishman's 
Death Was LIko Dog's — Bryan 
Starts Quix — Great Britain Re- 
quests Information on Murder. 



Juarez, Feb. 24.— William S. Den- 
ton's reslBtanco to General Villa's bar- 
ring him from Mexico brought on tho 
execution of tho British subject and 
owner of a 100,000-acro ranch In Chi- 
huahua, according to Uio record of the 
court-martial that condomnoU Denton 
to death. It waa cbargod that ho tried 
to murder Villa wbllo roalatlug the 
f enoral's decree, 

Tho ofllclal record was rovoalod on 
Saturday. It opens with tho statement 
that an extraordinary council of war 
wafl convened at •i:lG o'clock last 
Tuesday by * Col. Fidel Avlla, Tho 
council convened a court-martial, of 
which Maj. Jesus Uodrlqucz was prosl- 
dent. There wore four other Judges. 

"Villa"' continues tho report, "states 
that because Denton was a foreigner 
hJs property ha« not been conllecatcd, 
but ho rauHt remain out of tho coun- 
try because ho was an element do- 
structlvo of tho peace and prosperity 
of the country. 

"The nccuRPd answered In.harsh and 
violent terms and asserted that no hu- 
man power could hcop him out of 
Mexico or caueo him to desert his 
property to further depredations. 

"Then ho «nid ho was as good a 
man as Villa and at tho same moment 
he drew a pistol from hlu hip pocket. 
But the general wusrcady and Jumped 
for him and Htruck, at tho same 
time the persona present leaped on 
him that ho might not make an at- 
tempt on the life of General Villa." 

The record gives Bcnton'R testimony 
Indirectly as follows: 

"He Said he came at 10 or 11 o'clock 
In tho morning to see General Villa 
and Inform him that revolutionists or 
nt times parties of bandits had done 
much damage to his ranch, destroying 
property and stealing catllo. He had 
come to tell Villa of those things, but 
the general accused him' of being 
friendly to the federals, and suggcetod 
that tho rebels buy tho ranch, as the 
witness was not wanted In Mexico. 

"Tho wltneaa told General Villa that 
he was unjust and several other 
things that annoyed the general, but 
witness had no intention of harming 
tho general or "anyone else. Ho «ald 
ho had nothing to do with Hucrta or 
the red flaggors and was Indifferent 
to the jKilltics of the country. This 
was all he had to say." 
' Washl nefo n, Fob. 24. — Secretary 
Bryan hJ^kcdcred a far-reaching In- 
vestigation of the killing of William S. 
Benton. Ho announced that until all 
the facts had been gathered from all 
available sources no opinion would be 
expressed by tho state department. 
All Information received will bo trans- 
mlttod to tho British government 

A telegram from R. N. Dudley of El 
Paso, Tex., to Senator Fall, declaring 
Benton "was miirdorod liko a dog," 
was rcod In the aenato on Saturday at 
tho request of Senator Fall. Ho also 
had read a telegram from tho El Paso 
muaa meeting which had denouncod 
tho administration's handling of the 
Mexican situation.

Toniom County Llmorlck, Ireland.— 
As a houBowlfo what would you think 
of a plan of hnndltng eggs which 
would mnko oeSB boiled with tbo Bboll 
on always available for the table? 
tlow would you like to reel euro that 
Bny egg in your baekot could bo 
dropped Into a kcttlo of hot water 
with some certainty that It would 
come out a palatable egg and not a 
nondcBcrlpt animal product repreaent* 
Itig (he period of trannltlon from egg 
to chicken? 

When you buy your eggs at the 
grocer how would you like Jt if you 
could bo as Buro that they wcro frcRh 
and palatable as you would be If your 
own hens had laid them yesterday 
ind you yourself had taken them from 
the nest a.nd placed them In the 
kitchen? 

Now if tbo talcs that they are tell- 
ing hero In Ireland and Denmark and 
elaewhero abroad nro truo,* a proper 
organization of the egg producing In- 
dustry would glvo to eggs a deflnlto 
uniform quality. Hero uncertainty as 
to quality has been eliminated, and 
co-oporatlon has brought standarlza- 
tlon, inspection, and branding, which 
render every co-operative egg a strict- 
ly fresh egg. Tho claim Is, too, that 
in addition to giving you "strictly 
freah" eggs, /co-operation will glvo 
A!?59?^.^<t-^^''^--A./C03t no greater 
thari' the present cost of ordinary 
eggs. 

From the Farmers'* Standpoint 

If you look at it from tho stand- 
point of the farmer who has tho fre'h 
eggs in his nest, ho ought to bo 
anxious to know how ho can hurry 
these eggs to market before they get 
spoiled and are worthless. Ho Is also 
interested In getting a market that 
supplies a steady all-thc-ycaparound 
demand for eggs for, unfortunately, 
hens havo a bablt of laying tho most 
Ggga when tho price Is lowest A 
farmer must have a market when this 
time comes. 

And so a little party of ua Ameri- 
cans have come over hero to see If 
co-operation Is anything that can be 
used In America .to help the American 
farmer and tho American consumer. 
We are also 'going to Denmark, Bel- 
glum and Germany to see if co-bpcra- 
tlon In those countries Is doing what 
Is claimed for It; to soo If co-opera- 
tion can bo adopted and adapted to 
American needs. 

Co-Operation Market for Eggs. 

Tho Irish co-operation egg market- 
ing association la primarily for tho 
purpose of securing a good profitable 
market for eggs. The market must 
be reached promptly, tho eggs must 
not pass through too many bands. 
They must not bo shipped Uito a dis- 
tant city, then half way back across 
tho country as Is dono wUli some 
farm products In America. 

By tho time eggs that start as 
strictly fresh, havo gone on a Journey 
like this and oJ-rtvo at their final des- 
tination tboy^ are no longer "strictly 
fresh**— they Wo simply "eggs." 

ThQ co-operatlvo egg marketing as- 
sociation hero In Ireland soon found 
out that to successfully market their 
members' eggs they must find a mar- 
ket not too distant, thoy must ship 
by tho most speedy and direct route, 
and thoy must so care for the eggs 
during the shipment as to prevent tho 
deterioration that comes within oven 
a few days under unfavorable condi- 
tions. In short, there Is a double reason 
for direct markbting of eggs; tho first 
reasoa Is that any round-about, IndU 
rect marketing coats tho consumer 
money and la an. clement in fixing tlio 
high cost of llvlngj tho second reason 
is that this long drawn-out process 
of marketing renders this particular, 
product unraarkotablo when tho mar- 
ket Is finally reached. Thus co-opera- 
tive egg associations nro doubly de* 
slrable. 

Quality In EggB. 

After tho direct marketing routo 
was estabUsbed co-operatlvo egg as- 
Boclatlons still found that oggs which 
wore not strictly fresh when- deliv- 
ered to tho aaooclatlort could -not bo 
Bold aa strictly /reah, no matter how 
rapidly and directly they wore rushed 
to market Tho managers were com- 
pelled to adopt very harsh measures 
n testing ssga delivered to them. 
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The egga must not only bo fresh, 
but they must look fresh. In Bomo 
cities, moreover, tho people want 
brown eggs; others will buy nothing 
but pure white egga. In some mar- 
kets the small egga will sell almost as 
well as largo oggs. In otht^rs none 
but tbo largo ones need apply. In 
some markets,, too, In fact in most 
markets, tho egga must not only bo 
fresh and look fresh, but, thoy must 
have a certificate of character at- 
tached. This may take tho form of a 
guaranty, or It may bo almply tho 
brand, dato or number of tho asBOcln- 
tlon itself. But tho purchaser soon 
learns not to buy eggs that aro not 
rosponslblly vouched for. This co- 
operative association also takes noto 
of size In buying eggs and In selling. 
Thoy find that gradually tho public 
la appreciating that a dozen of big 
fresh eggs are worth more than a 
dozen small eggs— that a pound and a 
half of eggs Is worth moro than a 
pound and a quarter. By offering 
moro monoy for big eggs, thoy are in- 
ducing tho producers to breed for 
alzo of eggs as well as for number. 
How the IrUh Market Eggs. 

AVe find hero in Foynca a good Il- 
lustration of an egg marketing asso- 
ciation. It la reprcBentatlvo of many 
others Ilko It The association here 
has built up a simple business system 
that has accomplished three desired 
things. First, tho farmer delivers a 
good quantity of good eggs; second, 
ho gets good prices; third, the city 
man gets good eggs at a reaaonablo 
price. Their system is not a complex 
one, it has no red tApo about It, but 
la simple, direct, common sense — a 
system that would work In any vil- 
lage In America, provided only that 
there were hens to lay tho oggs. 

Up to within tho last docado rural 
Ireland failed sadly of prosperity. In 
many sections the farms were too 
small for oxtensivo grain raising and 
oven for dairying, except upon a very 
small scale. Even the smallest farms, 
however, had room upon them for 
hens and hens did well In Ireland. 
How It Was Organized and Operated. 

The Irish Agricultural Organization 
society Is an, association formed for 
tho purpose of helping rural communi- 
ties to organized their business and 
marketing processes. Sir Horace 
Plunkett, an agricultural statesman 
if there ever was ono, la at tho head 
of this society. This association dis- 
covered that in the neighborhood of 
Foynes thero were many hens, but 
that the '^farmcrs were getting llttlo 
profit from thorn because tho eggs 
were not hurried to market speedily 
enough, were not tested and'wero not 
graded and, consequently, the farmer 
received a very low price for his eggs. 
Many cities on the other hand wore 
suffering because thoy wcro getting 
poor oggs. So it was suggested that 
a co-ope^-atlve egg buying association 
bo formed at Foynes. A msji who un- 
derstood tho marketing of oggs 'as 
well as tho testing of eggs and some- 
thing of tho raising of chlckons and 
poultry was put in chargo of tho or- 
ganization and a small store room was 
rented. . Tho farmer was required to 
deliver eggs three times every week. 
He must gather every, egg from the 
,nest tho day It was laid. His nests 
must bo kept clean. lie must keep 
tho eggs when gathered In a cool 
place. Ho mUBt brlngln hla eggs on 
a certain day when Jt was arranged 
to have enough eggs from other farm- 
ers brought in to mako a fair Blzod 
shipment. 

Tho eggs after having been tested 
wcro graded as to size and color and 
tho man who bad been -placed in 
charge idilpped tbera to a market 
known 'o him, gudrantoelug them to 
bo strictly fresh, calling attention to 
the grading which had boon done. 
The farmers, were surprlacd to find 
that a price several cents higher than 
that which thoy had prcviaualy ob- 
tained for eggs raised in that com- 
munity, was at once paid, and that 
consequently their eggs woro bringing 
them moro than they had ever brought 
them before. 'When the farmer dollv- 
erod tlio oggBhewaa npt at first paid 
in cash; ho almply booamo a partner 
with tho others In tbo marketing ven- 
ture* Later It bocamo tho practlco 



to pay about tho mnrkot prico for 
eggs when they wore dollverod and 
later this price was nupplcmentod by 
a division of profits. 

In this way It was possible to start 
tho organization without any capital 
stqck. It was agreed, however, that a 
small portion of tho profits be sot 
aslilo to mako up a rcsorvo fund, and 
thus a small capital has boon grad- 
ually accumulated. 

More Eggs Laid. 

It soon came about that not only all 
tho farmers In tho community were 
furnishing all their eggs to tho asso- 
clatlon, but they were saving their 
pullets and accumulating a larger 
number of hens to produce tho eggs, 
for which thoy wero receiving so good 
a price. The city folk aro helped, for 
moro good eggs reach them and reach 
them in bettor condition. 

It was deemed wise to enlarge tho 
territory covered by tho asBOcIntlon 
and three or four substations for col- 
lecting eggs were established. At 
each of those substations, the eggs 
brought In are carofully tested, and 
after having been packed aro forward- 
ed to Foynes to become a part of a 
larger shipment to an BngUsh market. 
Tho egga sent In by each collecting 
BUbBtatlon are kept separate and test- 
ed separately so that If any local sub- 
station takes any bad eggs and for- 
ward them to tho association at 
FoyncB, It Is charged back with all 
bad oggs found In the shipment In 
this particular association It Is not 
deemed best to brand tlic eggs them- 
selves, but every case Is marked, so 
that tho bad eggs can always bo 
traced back to their origin. There Is 
also back of every egg the guaranty 
of tho asHoclatlon. Not only this, but 
a mero glnnce at the eggs themsolvos 
shows their class. Tho eggs In ono 
caso are all of tho same size, of tho 
same color, and all havo the fresh 
surfaco which cannot bo preserved If 
eggs are long stored or much handled. 

The Irish Wholesale Society. 

Tho Irish Wholeaalo society Is a 
central association formed chiefly for 
tho purpose of asalBtlng the local or- 
ganization in marketing farm produce. 
It is a federation of local co-operatlvo 
societies. It has headquarters at Dub- 
lin and Is managed by shrewd, capahio 
men. Thoy understand the market- 
ing game thoroughly and havo many 
correspondents nt home and abroad. 
They are often able to foresee and 
prepare for coming demands and aro 
always able to glvo valuable sugges- 
tions as to when and where produce 
'can bo best disposed of. Each week 
this central society sends out to con- 
cerns llkb that at Foynes letters of 
advice giving prices and probablo 
points to which shipments are to bo 
made.. 

It will bo readily understood that 
with a skilled marketing man In 
charge, neither time nor eggs arq 
wasted in shipping to markets which 
are already fioodcd with eggs. The 
manager has correspondents and 
business connections which Insure 
him against any such losses. AVhen 
tho egga start ho knows exactly 
where thoy aro going, knows exactly 
who b to take them, knows that thero 
Is not to bo a fiood of other eggs In 
competition ;yith his and knows that 
ho will receive the top market prlco 
for every egg sent. 

What the Society Does. 

Last year this Foynes association 
marketed l,5GO,O0O dozen eggs. Tho 
total expense of handling nil theao 
eggs and conducting the affairs of tho 
aasoclatton amounted to loss than one- 
quarter of a cent per dozen including 
weight 'from substations, drayage, 
poBtage, rent and all other dlsbufso- 
ments. 

The association has dono no well 
with the eggs that the luembors have 
asked the manager to market other 
farm products, chiefly poultry, honey 
and butter. While the association 
docs not cmphaslzo these other fea- 
tures the poutry, honey and butter are 
bandied as advhntageously and as 
profitably for its members as arc the 
eggs. Ijist year tho mcmborB also 
called upon the' asBoclatlon to pur 
chase fuel for them since they found 
that coal was unreasonably high and 
difficult to get Last year therefore 
tho association not only marketed tho 
produce of Us members but assisted 
In procuring cheap fuel for them, 
prices Received. 

On tho average the farmer receives 
about twenty-four, cents per dozen for 
his eggs, net Tho conaumor In Eng- 
land or elsewhere moro or less dis- 
tant,, la, of courao, required to pay a 
slightly advanced prlco, but tho In- 
creased prlco to tho consumer never 
exceeds seven or eight cents 'and is 
generally much less. This relatively 
small increase of prlco Includes 
freight, marketing expenses, retailer's 
profits, etc. In this way the prlco to 
tho consumer is novor an exhorbltant 
one. 

It has been found, too, that this co- 
operative association furnishes- a 
steady demand for eggs so far as tho 
farmer is concerned. If tho manager 
discovers through his cqrrospondenco 
or through the I. A. O. S. that ono 
market is ' glutted, another la 
searched for and found. Seldom l^aa 
tho manager failed to find- some mar- 
ket whero there Is demand for eggs 
of the grado furnished by tho assocla- 
tion. In any event, no egg Is wasted; 
every one reaches tho consumer In 
good condition. 

Notwithstanding our ^ loyalty to 
America, wo aro compelled to admire 
this Irish system of co-operation, and 
to admit that It surpasaes our Ameri- 
can methods of business. It Is more 
economical of time and money. Tho 
farmer gets bettor prices and the city 
man gets bettor egga. so that wo can 
conclude that It benefits both farmer 
and city man. But tho best feature 
oC it Is, that thoVe Is a system that 
Ib well adopted to tho needs of the 
American pooplo. 
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OTHINO In the exciting 
nrchueologlcal history of 
the la«t half-century has 
90 stricken the Imagina- 
tion of men as tho won- 
derful dlecovorlca In 
Crete, and perhaps noth- 
ing la likely to prove of 
such solid service to the 
Btud'-nt of lilstory. Tho 
ghaHtly legend of the 
.Minotaur preying upon 
the bodies of tho trlbuto 
youlhfl and maidens In his Impene- 
trable labyrinth has been proved to 
liavc had a solid roiindutlon of his- 
torical fact 

Tho Labyrinth haw btjcii brought to 
light, an extraordinary complex of 
halls, BtalrwayB. chamberH, coUr, and 
corridors, which thoroughly explains 
how the unfortunates who entered It 
as captives came to believe that no 
stranger could escape. Strange and 
terrible must the Inbyrtnthlne palace 
of KnoHHOB have appeared to foreign 
beholders, and grim and barbiirotis In- 
deed—though hiding Ibelr cruelty be- 
neath a veneer of culture — must the 
people that built and Inhabited It havo 
been, unless all tho evidence has been 
grossly misread and misinterpreted. 
It Is to bo feared that the tribute of 
youths and girls from subject states 
was a fact. To Knossoa they were 
brought, nnd there, confined In deeji. 
Bmooth-wnlled pitlike enclosures, they 
dragged out their Uvea until the day 
when thoy were brought forth, un- 
armed and defenseless, to face tho 
charge of bulls In the nrenii. Their 
one faint hope, as we may see by the 
frescoed pictures, was to catch tho 
beasts* horns and vault over them. 
In nine cases out of ten, as w'e may 
be only too sure, the fate of tlie hnp* 
less captive was to he gored to death 
to make a Minoan holiday. 

In many ways, however, Minoan 
civilization was of a very high type. 
The towns were well plaimcd and well 
built, with commodious and comfort- 
able bousea, provided — wonder of won- 
dora — with a proper drainage system. 
In art and architecture the achieve- 
ments of the Mlnoans were note- 
worthy. Most remarkable of all. they 
pOBseBBcd a well-developed system of 
writing, thus exploding the old theo- 
ries of Greek and pro-Greek Illiteracy. 
So secure they seemed behind the 
guard of their ships that they dwelled 
fearlessly In unfortified cities, not. aa 
the lords of .Mycenae aiid Tlryna. be- 
hind gigantic wall-rings. Yet a time 
camo when the erstwhile evor-vlctorl- 
ous navy failed in Its task, nnd a 
catastrophe occurred whereof some 
record lingered long In Hellenic tradi- 
tion. The foes — were they Achaeans? 
— ran their galleys ashore on tho 
beaches of Crete, and tho end came. 
Imperial Knossos vanished in sack 
and conflagration: her people were 
dealt such measure as they Imd often 
meted out But the memories of 
Minos lingered long, and at labt, after 
the lapse of moro than thirty centu- 
ries. Sir Arthur Evans wrung from 
the soli of- Crete convincing evidence 
of tho might of the Mlnoans If not 
as yet, of an actual being named 
Minos, 

From the ruins of the Minoan cities 
have been disinterred thousands of In- 
scribed tablets, very largely, aa it 
would seem, dealing with ndmlnlatra- 
tlvo nnd financial matters— like' tho 
vast hoards of clay documents found 
among the remains of the cities of 
Mesopotamia. A regular system of 
numeration has boon detected, and it 
Is thought that certain tablets relate 
to chariot wheels, arrows, and other 
warlike stores. Others appear to be 
lists of men and women belonging to 




the great palace— probably slaves. 
But all as yet await Interpretation. 
Crete has so far. yielded no rcpreson- 
tatlvo of the Ilosetta Stone, 

Tho stages by which tho picture- 
writing of early Crete developed Into 
an elaborate system of hieroglyphs 
and thence Into the. linear script, with 
which the KnoBsian tablets are for 
the most part covered, are fairly well 
marked. With n keen and practical 
people the necessity of simplifying a 
cumbrous hieroglyphic ayatem for 
everyday needs would be apparent 
Certainly the Minoan script appears 
to be much simpler than the cunei- 
form writing of Mesopotamia. Never- 
thelosB, the old system and the new 
appear to have flourished side by aide, 
and perhaps to some extent in coq- 
Junctlon, until Mlrioan culture was de- 
stroyed or displaced by the new In- 
habitants of Crete. 

Perhaps the most famous of thfc 
Cretan hieroglyphic Inscriptions Is 
that of the "Vhacstos disc." The disc 
Is a roughly circular clay plate about 
C.G7 Inches In. diameter, covered on 
both faces with a hieroglyphic Inscrip- 
tion which in each case coils round 
from the center outwards. It Is by 
far the largest hieroglyphic Inscrip- 
tion yet discovered in Crete. It con- 
tains some 241 signs and . Gl sign 
groups, and It exhibits the remarkable 
peculiarity that every sign has been 
separately Impressed on the clay while 
In a soft state by a stamp or punch. 
It Is. In fact, a printed Inscription. 

So much appears certain, that the 
Phaestos disc was not Inscribed by 
Mlnoans. Tho signs differ greatly 
from those of tho Kitosslan deposits. 
Four-fifths of ihem are quite different 
and the remaining part do not always 
closely resemble those of .Crete. 
There Is no trace In the human fig- 
ures of the wasp wnlst we have al- 
ready learned to seek In the portrait- 
ures of the men and women who 
moved about the palace of Minos. 
The male figures, all seem to havo 
shaven heads. Those of females aro 
broad, squat, and ugly, very different 
from the slim Minoan damsels with 
th6lr dainty "Parisian" dresses. 
There is a ship unlike those depicted 
at Knossos and a building astonlHblng- 
ly like the Lyclan tombs, whereof 
specimens are presqrved In the Brit- 
ish museum. 

' Sir Arthur Evans came to tho con- 
clusion that the Inscription probably 
had some religious significance. He 
also thinks that It was the work not 
of Cretans but of some parallel and 
closely-allied culture, and suggests 
that this culture was that of Lycln In 
southwestern Asia 'Minor. As to Its 
religious bearing, ho considered that 
it is probably a hymn to a nature- 
goddess. A sign apparently Intended 



to represent a female breast Is a 
prominent one, and it Is a reasonable 
Infererico that It refers to some such 
deity as Kybcbe.tbe Great Mother, or 
the Diana of I'^^phesus with her multi- 
tude of breasts. Such a divinity was 
worshiped In .Minoan Crete and may 
have been the same as Epheaian 
Diana. 

Two attempts have been made to 
Interpret tho disc Inscription, one by 
Pofcasor llempl of Stanford univer- 
sity. California, the other by Mi.^s 
Stawell of Newham college, Englan'l. 
ProfesBor Ilcmpl makes It to be a 
record of the restoration .of plunder to 
a shrine. .Miss Stawell, on the other 
hand. Interprets It as an archaic hymn. 
Certainly on the face of It this Intor- 
prctjitlon aeenis tlie more probable, 
and agrees with Sir Arthur Evans" 
view. The shape of the disc appears 
to Indicate that the inscription in not 
an ordinary, one, and It may very well 
have been a written prayer or psalm. 
Mibs Stawcirs • interpretation Is 
based on the assumption that the lan-, 
guago of the inscription Is Greek — 
necessarily Greek of a primitive typo. 
Having decided tho Identity of a pic- 
tured object sheattachesi^toitltsnamo 
In Greek, and then takes the first syl-^/, 
lable as the sound value. For esai'ii'- 
ple, the human head with the curious 
crown-like covering Is taken -to signify 
"man." The Greek words for man are 
ancr and anthropos, and therefrom the 
sound value Is given aa an. A face 
marked on the cheek la interprete<l 
as "branded man." therefore "crimi- 
nal." From this the meaning Is de- 
duced as kakos (bad) and the sound 
value as ka. and so on. Of course It 
Is evident that independent observers 
might Interpret many of the signs dif- 
ferently. One does not see, for exam- 
ple, why sign 20, an obvious jug. la 
not to be Interpreted as one. Instead 
of, according to MIsb Stawell, "mead'*

To conclude, it would seem that In- 
terpreters hitherto have assumed 
much: and the results of their labors, 
though hlgjily Interesting and credit- . 
able to them, are not altogether con- 
vincing. They assume that the lan- 
guage of the Inscription Is Greek, nnd 
there Is no evidence that the tongue 
of tho iMlnoan Cretans was Greek at 
all. So far as can bo .seen the Ml- 
noans woro a totally different race 
from the Greeks, and it seems rather 
early days. to assume that they Bpoko 
their tongue, much less that tho god- 
dess of the disc la Athene. Further, 
iV Is jirobable that the Phaestos disc 
is Anatolian, and not Cretan. 



Chinese Arc Thrifty Farmers. 
"In the utilization of evei'y square 
foot of soil and every loaf or root 
that is grown thereon, the patient, 
working farmers of China could glvo 
points even to the thrifty rural popu- 
lation of France," sayS" tho Philadel- 
phia 'Public Itecord.

ACT OF 1914

echool trustees In townships and mem* 
bers of board of education in cities in 
cities in which same are elected; upon 
the adoption of the single highway com- 
misainner system, the question of in.

Officers for Which Women May Vole 
Stated as a genera! principle of law, 
women may not vote for uny candidate 
for ofHce or upon any proposition yrhich 
is created by the constitution or which 
is not referred to in the woman's suf* 
frage act. 

MTherpfore, it has been the holding of 
this department that women may not 
vote on the following officers;

Ballots and Ballot Boxes 

Separate ballots and ballot boxes 
must be provided for women voters. 
The ballots for women voters not be of 
any ditferent color than that of other 
voters, or bear any distinguishing 
marks. 

Ballots for women voters should only 
contain the names of the candidates 
and the propositions for which they are 
entitled to vote under the provisions of 
the Woman's SufTrage Act. 

The ballo s cast by women should be 

r. canvassed with the other ballots cast at 

such election. It is not necessary that 

separate poll books and tally sheets be 

' furnished for women voters. However 

as a matter of convenience, it may be 

advisable to provide the same.. 

Primary 

Under the provisions of Section 43 of 
the primary act, women are entitled to 
participate in primaries forthe nomina- 
; tion of the candidates for whom thev 
may vote under the provisions of the 
Woman's Suffrage Act. 

Right to Hold Office 

In the absence uf any statutory pro- 
hibition or requirement that a certain 
officer shall be a legal male voter, wo- 
men who are otherwise qualified, are 
eligible to hold any of the offices for 
which they are allowed to vote.

It consists 
essentially of a keyboard, aa In a type^ 
writer, through whoso koya single elec- 
tric currents pass. In each circuit is 
Included an incandoBccnt lamp with a 
flat surface, bearing a letter of tho 
alphabet or a Roman numeral.
